Addressing officers and jawans of Bangladesh Army at Bogra and Rangpur Can- 
tomment today he said under the decentralisation plan responsible officers 
will be posted at the Thana headquarters to look after the development of 

villages. 


Describing villages zs the basic unit of development activities General Ershad 
said wnless the conditions of our villages ‘mprove the overall progress and 
prosperity of the country will not be possible. He reiterated the present 
Government's determination to dGecentralise power down to the village level. 


The CMLA said, the responsibility of developing the villages will be entirely 
left over to the local administration which will be given all necessary powers 
to draw up plans and execute thes. 


He said, our aim is to enable maximum participation of the people in national 
Gevelopment activities. The proposed decentralisation plan is also aimed at 
Geveloping each villace into a self-reliant unit, he pointed out 


Stressing hte supreme need for recasting the colonial system of administra- 
tion, which in the past had widened the gap between the people and the admin- 
istration, General Ershad said, the Government is determined to bring the ad- 
ministration nearer to the people.

[Text] Thanas will become the hub of national activities in the new adminis- 
trative set-up to be announced shortly. 


Each thana will be placed under a Joint Secretary or a Deputy Secretary under 
the new dispensation 


Talking informally to newsmen during his two-hour stay at the National Press 
Club on Wednesday, Chief Martial Law Administrator Lt. Gen. H. M. Ershad dis- 
closed that there would be drastic structural changes in the administrative 
set-up to take the Government closer to the people. 

Government is contemplating abolition of two administrative units namely the 
sub-divisions and divisional headquarters. The CMLA said the abolition of 
sub-divisions and divisional head quarters would not only eliminate procedural 
complications but would also reduce wastage of national wealth. 


Each thana will have a health clinic, a family planning cell and a judicial 
set-up under a Sub-Judge, Gen. Ershad said. 


The CMLA said it would be made mandatory for all fresh medical graduates to 
serve for five years in villages. He said fresh medical graduates would not 
be given any certificate unless he serves in villages for five years. 


He said Government spends about Tk seven lakh [words illegible] medical grad- 
uate. He said physicians should have some obligations to the nation He said 
tuition fee in our educational institutions is one of the lowest in the world. 


The CMLA said the exodus of the people from the rural areas to the urban cen- 
tres would have to be stopped He said the cities do not have adequate physical 
facilities to absorb more people from the villages. He said people from vil- 
lages were trekking to the urban areas in search of employment and due to 
sense of insecurity born out of deteriorating law and order situation in the 
rural areas. 


Gen. Ershad said his Government was determined to change the trend by con- 
verting each thana into most powerful administrative unit. The CMLA said 
there was an urgent need to remodel the judiciary system in the country He 











Said the judiciary system was not only cumbrous and time-consuming but also 
very expensive for the poor litigants. 


He said a system should be evolved in which cases will be disposed of in ten 
to 14 days‘ time.

c. Statement of manpower (Officers & Staff). 

ad. Own recommendations to improve administrative efficiency. 


e. Nominal rolls of all class I gazetted officers with date of appointment 
and date of birth etc. 


f. All the informations mentioned above paragraph (5 a to c) with regard to 
Departments and Organisations under their control except Public Statutory 
Corporations (Autonomous and Semi-Autonomous Bodies) . 


6. Ministries/Divisions will also provide all other necessary informations 
and assistance to the Chairman of the Committee as and when required.

[Text] The Chief Martial Law Administrator Lt. General H. M. Ershad issued on 
Monday night Martial Law Order No 12, says a PID handout. 


Following is the text of Martial Law Order No 12:- 


“In pursuance of the Proclamation of the 24th March, 1982, and in exercise of 
all powers enabling him in that behalf, the Chief Martial Law Administrator 
is pleased to make the following order :- 


l. Any Martial Law Authority may, by order notified in the official Gazette 
and published in such other manner as it deems fit, direct any person to ap- 
pear before it or before any officer or authority mentioned by it within such 
period anc at such place as it specifies therein for the purpose of any inves- 
tigation, enquiry or other proceedings in connection with any offence punish- 
able under any Martial Law Regulation or Order or under any other law. 


2. If such person fails appear as directed under paragraph 1, he may be de- 

Clared to be an absconder by the Martial Law Authority, which directed him to 

SO appear, by notification published in the official Gazette and in such other 
manner as it deems fit. 


3. The Martial Law Authority which declares a person abso.mder under para- 
Graph 2 may, by order notified in the official Gazette and published in such 
other manner as deems fit, forfeit any or all or his properties, both movable 
and immovable, to the Government. 


4. Whoever, being directed by any Martial Law Authority to appear before it 
or before any officer or other authority under paragraph 1, fails to so appear 
without showing any reasonable cause to the satisfaction of such Authority 
shall without prejudice to the provisions of paragraphs 2 and 3. be punishable 
with imprisonment for a term which may extend to seven years, or with fine, or 
with both. 


5. In this Order ‘Martial Law Authority” means the Chief Martial Law Admin- 


istrator, a Zonal Martial Law Administrator, a Sub-Zonal Martial Law Admin- 
istrator and a District Martial Law Administrator.

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PARIS TALK PARTICIPANTS PLEDGE AID TO DACCA

{Text} PARIS, Apr. 21--Bangladesh will receive 1700 million US dollars from 
the members of the Aid Group this year an increase of about 14 per cent of the 
last year, reports BSS. 


The members of the Aid Group pledged for the amount at the 9th annual meeting 
of the Bangladesh Aid Group which concluded here today with the Vice-President 
of the World Bank, Mr. David Hoper in the chair. 


Mr. A.M.A. Muhith, Adviser in charge of Finance and Planning, led the Bangla- 
Gesh delegation at the meeting. 


The meeting was attended by Australia, Belgium, Canada Denmark Finland, France, 
PRG Japan the Netherlands, Norway Sweden, UK and the United States. 


Eight multilateral agencies including IMF, IFAD, IDB, UNDP, UNCTAD and WFP al- 
so participated in the meeting. 


Italy, Switzerland, Kuwait fund and OECD attended the meeting as observers. 


The Aid Group welcomed the policy reforms announced by the new administration 
in Bangladesh and commended the prompt attention it had given to critical 
economy and financial issues following its assumption to office. 


Most members of the Aid Group said that they expected their aid levels in the 
coming years to be at, or above those indicated at last year's meeting but 
some announced substantially increased level. 


Several donors expressed their willingness to provide more of their assistance 
in the form of fast disbursing commodity aid an‘ to cover the local currency 
cost of priority development activitiec. 


Donors observed that the current aid environment level of pledges made at the 

meeting underscored the sympathy felt for the people of Bangladesh by the in- 

ternational community and the importance that was attached to the government's 
Gevelopment efforts 
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The members of the Aid Group incidated that the result of implementing the 
policy reforms announced by the government would play an important role in 
determining their future aid allocation for Bangladesh. 


The concluding session discussed programmes and aid requirements in the energy 
sector of Bangladesh. 


It was also agreed that a concerted efforts by Bangladesh and donors was es- 


sential for the effective exploitation of the country's energy resources with 
particular emphasis on natural gas.

ASIAN DEVELOPMENT BANK TO GIVE ENERGY AID 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 22 Apr 82 pp l, 8 


[Text] A comprehensive energy development plan for the next 10 to 12 years 
will be formulated for Bangadesh under a technical assistance grant approved 
by the Asian Development Bank an ADB Press release said in Dacca on Wednesday, 
reports BSS. 


The project will help the Government of Bangladesh, a country heavily dependent 
on energy imports despite a per capita energy corsumption among the lowest in 
the world, in making major investment and policy decisions in the energy sector 
that will deeply affect the nation’s economic growth. 


Preparation of the energy plan will involve the analysis of the national econ- 
omy and energy consumption: development of macro-economic and energy-use models, 
and assessment of relevant energy supply options. 


Alonc with the development of an energy sector plan, the project includes two 
other major elements--(a) training Bangladesh staff in the use of analytical 
tools and techniques and providing them with the necessary materials, to help 
develop an in country energy planning capability. This will be done mainly 
through on the job training in Bangladesh, to be supplemented by a few spe- 
cialised courses overseas and (b) Studies on energy pricing and rur energy 
management two areas of the energy sector requiring urgent attention. These 
studies will seek to evolve rational and consistent energy prices and to assure 
energy supplies to rural areas 


The project will be implemented over a period of about 19 morths by the Plan- 
ning Commission of Bangladesh with assistance from consultants in the field of 
development economies, energy analysis and modeling, systems analysis resource 
and project evaluation energy pricing and institutional appraisal. 


The energy plan will update and build upon the Bangladesh energy study con- 
ducted by the bank in 1975 and 1976 with funding by the United Nations Devel- 
opment Programme (UNDP). 

The current technical assistance grant will be cofinanced also by the UNDP. 


The Asian Development Bank has approved a technical assistance grant for 
Bangladesh to carry out a feasibility study for the rehabilitation and 
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improvement of the Ganges-Koba dak Project, according to an ADB Press 
release. 


The project is currently the largest irrigation project in Banjladesh and 
includes an irrigable area of about 123.00 hectares in the southwestern part 
of the country. Its objective is to increase the area of agricultural pro- 
duction, by providing irrigation. 


The project has been implemented in two phases. The first was completed in 
1970 and covered 42.00 hectares, the second includes 81.00 hectares and is 
expected to be finalised in 1982. 


Despite the first phase becoming operational in 1970 it has not yielded full 
benefits One reason is that several problems have developed including heavy 
sedimentation in the intake channel during the rainy season due to lack of 
intake gates and a desilting structure inadequate electric power supply for 
pumping because of increasing demand for power in the western part of the 
country, decrease of pumping plant capacity during the dry season due to re- 
duced water level of the river, inadequate on farm irrigation facilities and 
lack of extension services, credit, farm inputs and water management. 


To correct these problems, the bank's technical assistance will focus on 
preparation of a feasibility study for the improvement of the intake channel 
and pumping plants, rehabilitation and improvement of the pumping plants and 
the existing major infrastructure for irrigation drainage and flood control. 
Possible arrangements for augmentation of the system and irrigation water sup- 
ply from other available water sources, improvement of farm water distribution 
and drainage system improvement of organisational arrangements for sustained 
operation and maintenance at the main system and farm levels farmers organi- 
sations and agricultural support services. 


The technical assistance which will include about 30 man-months of consultancy 
services will be carried out over a six-month period by a team of experts pro- 
vided by a consultancy firm in the fields of irrigation, mechanical and elec- 
trical and construction engineering river hydraulics and hydrology, agronomy 
and on-farm water management, agricultural economics and rural institutions.

2. As a demonstration of austerity and national saving, the Chief Martial 
Law Administrator has appealed to the nation that those who are affluent and 
can afford, they should skip a mid-day meal once a week. 


3. All ceremonial extravagance like entertainments, erection of gates, arches, 
decorations etc. for official functions, visits of dignitaries will be strictly 
avoided. 

4. The Government offices, autonomous bodies, semi-government orgarisations 
and sector corporations will economise in their use of stationery and office 
purchases. 

5. Both sides of official paper should be used for drafting and typing. 

6. All files are to be dispoed off within 7 days of receipt. 


7. Purchase of carpets and revolving chairs for offices henceforth are 
proribited. 


8. One third of the lights in parks and gardens in Pourashava and Municipal 


Corporation and one side of street lights will be put off after 11 O'Clock at 
night.

l. To enquire into the irregularities in the sanctioning and disbursement of 
loans by the Commercial Banks and the Financial Institutions, namely Bangladesh 
Shilpa Bank, Bangladesh Shilpa Rin Sangstha Investment Corporation of Bangla- 
desh House Building Finance Corporation and Bangladesh Krishi Bank. 


2. To enquire into the recovery of loans from the borrowers and extent of 
overdues in each case. 


3. To find out the reasons for non-realisation of Bank's dues and locate 
responsibilities. 


4. To enquire into the irregularities committed in the payment of salary and 
other benefits including advances, to the employees of the Banks. 


5. To recommend appropriate action against the persons responsible for ir- 
regularities and non-recovery of Banks dues. 


6. To recommend ways and means for removal of irregularities in sanctioning 
and disbursement of loans and advances to the borrowers. 
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~ Ge suggest aprropriate measures for recovery of overdues from the borrow- 
ers, separately for Commerc.al loans and Industrial loans. 


8. To suggest appropriate administrative steps to improve the efficiency of 
the Jdanks and the Financial Institutions. 


9. Suggest measures to bring about uniformity service rules. 


Body on Foodgrains

Following are the terms of reference of the committee: 


1. On behalf of the CMLA to oversee the progress of internal and external 
procurement storage, movement and distribution of foodgrains in different 
parts of Bangladesh. 


2. Take immediate remedial measures to overcome price hike, food scarcity or 
bottlenecks in movement and distribution of foodgrains. 


3. Carry out periodical inspection of CSDs, LSDs, other godowns, procurement 
centres etc. 


4. Recommend to the Ministry of Food or to the CMIA avopropriate disciplinary 
action against any field officer and staff for any irregularities in procure- 
ment stroage distribution and movement of foodcrains. 


5. Report to the CMLA on the food situation in the country from time to 
time. 


6. : Any other assignment that may be given to him by the CMLA. 


9. Advisor in-charge of Ministry of Food should invariably be kept informed 
on serial 1 to 6 above.

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ERSHAD: COMMODITY IMPORTS SHOULD BE REDUCED

[Text] The Chief Martial Law Administrator Lt. General H.M. Ershad said in 
Dacca Tuesday that the import of commodities should be gradually reduced and 
rationalised to protect local indretrial enterprises, reports 8SS. 


Addressing the high officials of the Ministry of Industries the CMIA said 
that the sanctioning procedure should be simplified for proper growth of in- 
@ustries in the private sector. This, he added, would also help to eradicate 
corruption in the sanctioning process. 


General Ershad stressed the need for expeditious disbursement of loans and 
said it would help in fulfilling the objective of quick industrialisation of 
the country. 


The CMLA said, the present administration has been considering the adoption 

of a liberal investment policy to enable entrepreneurs to invest without 
hindrance. He said that all possible incentives and facilities would be pro- 
vided to private investors, and hoped that with determined and sincere efforts, 
the nation would achieve self-sufficiency in industrial production within the 
shortest possible time. 


General Ershad said, the government is contemplating to open the jute sector 
to the private sector to enable this vital industry to grow unhindered and 
contribute substantially towards the improvement of the national economy 


The CMLA said that the country's traditional handloom industry remained ne- 
glected in the past and called for its revitalisation. 


He also emphasised the need for gearing of small and cottage industries to 
improve rural economy. He said, it is obvious that there is a good demand 
for our cottage industry products abroad and emphasised the need for quality. 


Gen. Ershad regretted that due to mismanagement and top-heavy administration, 
the country’s nationalised industries had suffered. He said this must be cor 
rected immediately in greater national interest. 


General Ershad concluded by say ng that the administration should be strean- 
lined to make the nationalised sector economically viable. 














"SUBSTANTIAL AMOUNT’ OF BANK LOANS OUTSTANDING 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 21 Apr 8&2 pp l, &

[Text] The repayment of over Taka 600 crore out of the total Bank lending of 
Taka 4100 crore has become long overdue to six nationalised banks and four 
shecialised financial institutions Taka 600 crore stuck-up amount is con- 
sidered to be a conservative estimate. 


The bankers put the actual amount to be one third of the total bank lending. 


The borrowers of Taka 600 crore have been consistently defaulting in repay- 
ment and banks are inclined to consider the amount as “bad debt,” says a 
senior banker. Out of the total stuck-up amount about 70 per cent are with 
the nationalised industrial units and Sector Corporations. 


Out of Taka 600 crore, Taka 400 crore were advanced by six nationalised banks 
and 200 crores by Bengladesh Shilpa Rin Sangstha (BSRS), Bangladesh Shilpa 
Bank (BSB), Bangladesh Krishi Bank (BKB) and Investment Corporation of Bangla- 
Gesh (ICB). The recovery rate in BSB, BSRS ani ICB is only 5 to 6 per cent. 
The stuck-up amount of BSB is taka [number illegible] crore, BSRS Taka 22 
crore and BKB Taka 49 crore. The tot amount of ICB could not be known. The 
total amount due to BSB is Taka 106 crore and BSRS Taka 273 crore. 


In the jute sector Taka 120 crore are outstanding in the private sector while 
Taka 70 to Taka 680 crore are outstanding in the public sector. The commercial 
banks and specialised financial institutions have geared up the drive for re- 
covery of the outstanding amount. The banks have rescheduled the payment of 
outstanding loans both in public and private sectors. 


According to reports available ‘rom different commercial banks, the recovery 
rate has suvstantially improved over the past two weeks from the import sec- 
tor. The situation has improved due to Government directive to clear the 
piled-up imported goods from the ports. 


The huge amount advanced by BSRS, BSB and ICB has been stuck up due to non- 
completion of the projects and diversion of the industrial loan to trading 
through overinvoicing [words illegible]. According to banking circles BSRS 














and BSB sanctioned most of the projects without thorough examination of the 
feasibility reports. Many of the industrial units financed by BSB and BSRS 
are half way through although the loan amount has been almost exhausted, ac- 
cording to a reliable source. These cases should be inquired into and steps 
taken for completion of the projects to reduce the gestation period to esnure 
r payment of the bank loans. 


Substantial amount of bank loan was advanced by commercial banks for improv- 
ing the working capital of the publi sector industrial units which has now 
turned into bad debts. The units instead of repaying the stuck-up amount 
used to receive fresh loans against Government surity to make up their losses. 
Even when some of these units were disinvested the repayment of the stuck-up 
loan was rot ensured. It has been suggested that in future when the public 
sector industrial units are disinvested, the repayment of bank loans must be 
ensured. 


According to a Bangladesh Bank source, the demand for credit has come down 
over the last few months compared to that of last year. Last year the banks 
advanced more than the normal lending which is prescribed as deposit-credit 
ratio to a maximum of 100 : 84. But the advance was almost cent per cent 
which resulted in inflation in the economy. According to bankers, the demand 
for credit should be increase in the productive sector to revitalise the econ- 
omy and to salvage the economy from near stagnation.

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HIGH COURT BENCHES PLANNED FOR EACH DIVISION

{Text} Government has decided to establish permanent Benches of the High 
Court Division of the Supreme Court of Bangladesh in each Divisional Head 
Quarters or in any other suitable places with jurisdiction over the districts 
of respective Divisions, according to an official announcement Thursday night. 


Government has further decided to establish Munsiffs Courts and other Courts 
at Thana Head Quarters throughout the country (excluding Chittagong Hill 
Tracts) by phases tor triai of suits and cases arising out of the local limits 
of respective Police Stations. Appeals against judgements passed by Munsiffs, 
Sub-Judges and Assistant Sessions Judges shall lie to the concerned District 
and Sessions Judges and High Court Division as before. 


These decisions have been taken with a view to taking justice at the door- 
steps of the public as far as practicable for expeditious dispensation of 
justice at reasonable costs.

Following is the Regulation: 


In pursuance of the Proclamation of the 24th March, 1982, and in exercise of 
all powers enabiing him in that behalf, the Chief Martial Law Administrator 
is pleased to make the following Martial Law Regulation:- 


Penalty for misappropriation of public money, relief goods, etc. Whoever- 
(a) Misappropriates, misuses or converts to his own use- 


(i) any money advanced by the Government for the procurement of foodgrains 
or any foodgrains so procured; or 


(ii) amy money, goods or articles of whatever description meant for the re- 
lief of any person affected by flood; cyclone or other natural calamity; or 


(iii) any money or foodgrains meant for Food for Works Programmes; or 


(b) being required by any Martial Law Instruction or directed by the appro- 
priate authority so to do, does not or fails to, - 


(i) submit account of statement in respect of any money advanced to him for 
the purpose mentioned in clause (a) (i) or any foodgrains procured by lum with 
that money, or any money, goods, articles or foodgrains given or delivered to 
him for distribution or use for any of the purpose mentioned in clause (a) 
(ii) or (iii); or 





(ii) deposit, deliver, refund or return the unspent, unused or undistributed 
portion of any such money, goods, articles or foodgrains, or the foodgrains 
so procured shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to ten years, or with fine, or with both. 


Explanation:- “Appropriate authority” means the Government or any officer 

or authority who or which made the order for advancement of money for the 
procurement of foodgrains or for the distribution or delivery of money, goods, 
or articles for relief or money or foodgrains for Food for Works Programmes.

order passed by any Court, including the Supreme Court, before the commencement 
of this Order shall, on such commencement, stand void and be of no effect.

STATISTICS ON NATIONAL SAVINGS INVESTMENT GIVEN 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 23 Apr 82 pp l, 8 


{Text] The gross investment under d fferent schemes of the Directorate of 
National Savings during the first seven months of fiscal 1981-82 yea: ending 
in January last stood at Taka 64.53 crore. 


A Directorate source told the T mes, this was an increase by over Taka 16.22 
crore compared to the gross investment of the corresponding period of fiscal 
1980-81. Total investment during the first seven months of the past fiscal 
year was Taka 48.31 crore, 


Withdrawal upto January of the current fiscal year totalled Taka 45.44 crore 
thus leaving a net investment of over Taka 18 64 crore for the period. The 
net investment during the period also rose by Taka 4.71 crore compared to the 


corresponding period last year. 


The Directorate source, however peinted out that the net investment during 
the period under review might have been much higher had the two schemes--Ban- 
Gladesh Sanchaya patra and 5-year Bangladesh Sanchy patra--not been phased 
out now. Withdrawals under these two schemes alone, which would otherw se 
have remain as net investment, amounted to over taka 5.15 crore. 


These two schemes are being phased out with a view to attracting more invest- 
ment under other schemes by provid ng better incentives, the source said. 


Schemewise gross investment under d fferent schemes of the directorate upto 
January of the current fiscal year were: Patitarakkha Snchanapatra--over 
Taka 28.986 crore, Bonus Sanchayapatra--over Taka 4.07 crore Prize Bonds over 
Taka 1.83 crore, Post Office Saving Bank (ordinary amount) over Taka 16.54 
crore, Fixed Deposit Account--over Taka 4.51 crore, bonus account and profi- 
cum-bonus account--over Taka 7.35 crore. 


Mentionably, investment under different schemes of the directorate of National 
Savings is progressively increasing since December 16, 1971 when the net bal- 
ance was Taka 55.72 crore. 


The net investment rose to Taka 99.76 crore in fiscal 1975-76 and by the end 
of the 1980-81 fiscal year it shot up to Taka 184.75 crore Taka. 


During the past fiscal year gross investment totalled Taka 108.61 crore against 
the target of Taka 71.50 crores. Similarly the actual net inves ment for the 
year Taka 33.58 crore was also higher than the target which was Taka 23.50 crore. 
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ORDINANCE ISSUED ON REQUISITION OF PROPERTY 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 17 Apr 82 p 1 


[Text] The Chief Martial Law Administrator has promulgated "The Acquisition 
and Requisition of Immovable Property Ordinance, 1982" consolidating and amend- 
ing the Laws on acquisition and requisition of private properties for public 
purposes or public interest, says an official announcement. 


The Ordinance repeals Land Acquisition Act, 1894, but protects the pending 
proceedings taken under the repealed Act and the Emergency Requisition of 
Property Act, 1948 which ceased to be valid since 17th March, 1982. 


The new Ordinance provides for fair compensation to the land owners to be 
speedily disbursed before possession is taken. It also provides for additional 
compensation at the rate of 10% per annum for delayed payment of the amount, if 
any, awarded by the Arbitrator in excess of the Deputy Commissioner's award. 


The Ordinance streamlines the procedure for acquisition and fixes a time limit 
for completion of the acquisition proceedings. 


The Law also makes provisions for requisition of private properties for tempor- 
ary use for public purposes or public interest. Provision has been made for 
adequate compensation for the requisitioned properties and a time limit has 
been fixed for the period of requisition. 


Places of public worship, public graveyards and public cremation grounds have 
been excluded from the scope of acquisitions.

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NO IMPROVEMENT REPORT™D IN LANDHOLDING PATTERN 


Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 23 Apr 82 pp 1, 12 


[Text] There has been no national survey on agricultural landholding patterns 
since the one held in 1977 by Bangladesh Bureau of Statistics. But, a number 
of case studies and limited area-wise surveys in the countryside have been 
carried out by different agencies including Bangladesh Institute of Develop- 
ment Studies (BIDS) over the recent years. The findings of the studies suggest 
no improvement in the land-holding pattern as was revealed in the Land Occu- 
pancy Survey (LOS) of 1977. Rather, the situation has in many cases deterior- 
ated the studies point out. 


The 1977 LOS of Bangadesh found that 48 per cent of rural households belonged 
to the functional category of landless farmers, defined in terms of ownership 
of land upto 0.5 acres of land other than homestead. About 33 per cent of 
rural households in the country were identified as pure landless under the 


survey. 


It is difficult to present an exact picture of landlessness in the country 
over a historical sequence due to the fact that the macro-level data on a 
consistent basis are not available in this context. Yet then, the accumulat- 
ing evidence in different forms and ways unmistakably suggests a steadily grow- 
ing landlessness in the country over the last two decades. It was revealed 

in the Jativo Sangsad on June 29 ‘73 that the number of landless peasant fam- 
ilies was 2.6 million. The figure for the same according to 1960 Census of 
Agriculture was one lakh. The annual rate in the growth of landless popula- 
tion thus came to 2.6 per cent during the period from 1960 to 1973 in the 
country. 


With further acceleration of the process of pauperisation in the rural economy 
during the seventies as borne out by different relevant statistical data the 
landlessness has assumed a more serious proportion over the last one decade 

in the country. This is evidenced by the fact that about 82 per cent of the 
country’s population were estimated to be under the poverty-line in 1977-78 

as against 79 per cent in 1973-74 and 40 per cent in 1963-64. 


The LOS showed that top ten per cent of the rural households with more than 
eight acres of land in holdings owned nearly 46 per ce . agricultural lands. 
And at the bottom, about seventy per cent of the house io.:ds in the survey 
areas were found to own only about 14 per cent of all land in holdings of 

less than two acres. 














Meanwhile, a full-count-cum sample Agricultural Census was earlier scheduled 
to be undertaken in 1982-83 to give a detailed set up-to-date information on 
the structure of agriculture covering agricultural land, crops, irrigation 
fertilizers, livestock, employment etc. The preliminary findings of the 
country’s first Agricultural Census in the post-independence period carried 
out in April-May, 1977, were made public in November, ‘80. The preliminary 
tables of the Agricultural Census, 1977 provided information about the struc 
turai mode of agricultural production in the country by operational holdings. 


It is observed by many economists that the Agricultural Census undertaken for 
collection of information on landholding rather than on land-ownership un- 
Gerestimates seriously both the degree of concentration of ownership and its 
adverse implication for the distrbution of income. This is so, as they note, 
for two factors. (1) tenancy markets generally transfer land from large to 
small owners and so landholding distribution is less unequal and (2) the 
terms of tenancy are such that it transfers a large proportion of income gen- 
erated from the operator to the owner of the land.

COUNCIL OF ADVISERS DISCUSSES PRICES, OTHER MATTERS 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 17 Apr 82 pp l, 8 


[Text] The Council of Advisers met for four hours at the CMLA's Secretariat 
on Friday morning with the Chief Martial Law Administrator Lt. Gen. H. M. 
irshad in the chair, says an official announcement. 


The Council took a number of important decisions in respect of abandoned and 
vested properties, decontrol of prices of certain essential commodities, em- 
ployment abroad of certain categories of persons and the relaxation of guest 
control order for religious functions. 


The Council discussed at length the long outstanding problem regarding aban- 
4oned houses and buildings in urban areas and after consideration indepth of 
the complex issues involved, it was decided that a Martial Law Regulation will 
be promulgated shortly in respect of about 2,700 such properties which are un- 
der occupation of unauthorised persons. This regulation will deal with posi- 
tive and effective steps to be taken including (i) possible eviction and (ii) 
realisation of arrear rents from defaulting occupants from the date of their 
occupation. This regulation may also include provisions for barring claims 
on abandoned properties in the context of President's Order No 16 of 1972. 


The Council also decided that the case of other abandoned houses numbering 
about 11,000 under the effective control of the Government should also be ex- 
amined quickly in order to rationalise these holdings and their disposal in a 
systematic manner. 


Commercial Firms 


The Council also considered the disposal of vested and abandoned commercial 
establishments other than tea estates numbering about 750. It was decided 
that all abandone 1 and vested properties should continue to be disposed of 
through public tender as a general rule. 


Exception could, however, be made only in case of Bangladeshi nationals run- 

ning small shops and establishments under rental arrangements with the former 
owners of the abandoned and vested properties or with the Deputy Camsissioners 
concerned, who may be allowed to buy these shops at a price not lower than the 
current evaluated price or alternatively they may be allowed the option to buy 














at the highest price received through public tender. This facility will not 
be allowed to any umauthorised occupants or defaulters in paying the fixed 


rents. 


Secause of the large number of defaults in making payment of instalments in 
respect of the properties sold earlier on instalment basis, all future dis- 
posal should be on the cash down basis. 


Txe Deputy Commissioners, have been asked to complete disposal, except where 
court cases are involved, by August 15, 19862.

About the disposal of abandonea 4-4 vcsted tea estates numberins 47 the Coun- 
cil decided that the three tea estates t.ow under BTIMC (Bangladesii Tea Indus- 
try Management Committee) be sold to the Naticnal Tea Company Ltd., at current 
valuated price as rumning concern on deferred payment basis. 


Similarly, the Sadharan Bima Corporation was allowed to sell the Patiya Tea 
Estate to National Tea Company at current evaluated price on deferred payment 
basis or against receipt of NTC shares of equivalent value. 


It was also decided that the present restrictions on the employment of doctors, 
and engineers will continue. In this connection, the Chief Martial Law Admin- 
istrator directed that upto date data should be submitted to him immediately 

in respect of the availability of doctors in the country itself. He specifi- 
cally instructed that a detailed list be prepared of private clinics in the 
country together with the inventory of equipment and instruments which these 
clinics held. He said that these clinics has not only prolifer:.ed but some 

of them have been known to cause great distress to patients throuch neglect. 


Guest Control 


The Council relaxed the Guest Control Order in respect of religious functions. 
It was decided that operation of the guest control order may be relaxed in 
case of such religious functions provided the organisers obtain prior waiver 
from the concerned Deputy Commissioners. 


The Adviser for Local Government presented a Getailed account of his recent 
tour of Chittagonc, Comilla and Noakhali and said that he has sensed a feeling 
of great expectation from the present Government among the thousands of people 
he met in these areas. 
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LACK OF CREDIT FACILITIES CRIPPLES RURAL INDUSTRY 
Dacca THE NEW NATION in English 17 Apr 82 p 7 


[Text] Bangladesh is rich in indigenous resources. And an economic break- 
through is possible throuch a judicious utilisation of these resources. B5an- 
gladesh Government has been making serious efforts in this direction. But, too 
many acencies encacged in the village-based industrial sector creating coordin- 
ation problems on the one hand, and lack of proper credit facilities on the 
other at the small and cottage industries level have been persistently smother- 
inc those eff. rts. This then vitiates the investment climate, resulting in 
vacillation among the prospective entrepreneurs. 


However, to overcome these problems, BSCIC and United Nation Development Pro- 
gramme (UNDP) and the International Labour Organization (ILO) Technical Ad- 
visory Group are taking steps, selecting projects suited to different areas 
aimed at achieving desired results as early as possible. But "We are beings 
accused of moving too fast” says Ajeet S. Kanwal, Chief Technical Adviser of 
UNDP/IL©O group working with the BSCIC, who is leading a five-member team in 
Bangladesh. 


Kanwal, an Indian national, came here in early 1961 with 30 years experience 
in the small and cottace industries sector, of 16 years in Afro-Asian coun- 
tries, told Depthnews that they have already completed special studies on cot- 
tage industries designec for a threefold purpose, assessment of available re- 
sources, raw materials deranc for cottage industries. upgrading the existing 
cottage industries and identification and promotion of potential entrepreneurs. 
The report is now being prepared by the Institute of Business Administration 
of Dacca University which was assigned the job as its ‘external collaborator,’ 
he added. 


M A Quddus, Joint Director in charge of Development Rural Industries of BSCIC 
says they are experimenting with new technology with a view to diversifying 
the products and uporading existing skills and developing new skills. They 
are also experimenting to reprocess locally available raw materials, indus- 
trial waste, waste wool etc to produce new products and the traditional ‘sat- 
ranjee* (handmade carpet). 


To implement the project, Quddus says, about 2,000 artisans are now being 
trained, who in turn will train others to bring the fruits of the programme 
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at the doorstep of the local artisans. At the end of the cycle about 13,000 
people will find employment and will produc cottage industrial products worth 
Taka 6 million (about US $0:3 million) per year, he cbsereved. 


“Although cottage industry is a viable labour intensive instrument and is vi- 
tal for the national economy, it is very difficult to judge its performa as 
there is no specific criterion to qualify or quantify capacity of production 
or manpower absorption”, says Mr. Quddus, Quoting a World Bank report he says, 
tnere are in the country about 36,000 small scale indistries actually) it is 
about 40,000) which can generate employment for about 400,000 people, whereas, 
about 400,000 household cottage industries can bring about 4 to 5 million pec- 
ple into the income generating process. 


Turning to the traditional cane and bamboo work, Quddus says, we do not pro- 
duce superior varities of cane. So, “I agree, we should import quality cane 
from abroad, at least for the time being for the greater interest of this an- 
cient craft. But we do not expect to import bamboo. However due to indis- 
Criminate extraction, we may have to import even that in the near future, 
unless the concerned authority takes urgent complementary measures,” he 
observec. 


Bamboo is a very essential material in rural housing and traditional craft and 
is used as industsial raw material as well. However, it is very prone to fire 
and insects. According to an estimate, in 1976-77, bamboo producticn in the 
country was more than one million ton which fetched about one billion Taka. 

In 1978-79, its production was more than two million tons worth Taka 2.7 bil- 
lion. 


According to Ajeet Kanwal about 98% of the cottage industrial units are vil- 
lase based and about 90% people working in such units are landless or near 
landless, and own only upto ome acre of land. About 78% of them have had no 
formal education and 17% are primary level drop-outs. Cottage industry is the 
primary bread earning source for about 85% of this working force and the rest 
of them are the agricultural labourers. 


Kanwal says, over 97% of the workers of these units are family members, over 
30% of them are famale. Average rate of emplyment per unit is 2°17 workers. 
Over 72% of these cottages are emploinsg each only two workers or even less. 
About 151 working days are being utilised in these units every year and even 
less than 20 working hours per week can be utilised in these units which, he 
believes inpicates a rather high degree of under employment. The average, 
yearly production per unit is Taka 4650 and value added is about Taka 2703, 
which is also incidentally average family income, Kanwal says, unless market 
situation as improved, working hours can not be increased. To improve the 
market situation, the Market Development Adviser of his team has prepared a 
scheme and has also initiated a programme for registration of selected master- 
craftsmen to generate a systematic programme of marketing. 


“We should look for better-price markets’, Kanwal observed. “Though ours 


(the sub-continent) is a price sensitive market, but it is not a problem for 
the western world. They want quality and standard goods. So, we have to 
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otfer them very attractive anc choicely commodities and we will fetch a bet- 
ter price.” 


Pointing to their Gevelopment and promotional activities Kanwal says, the 
Textile Garments Design Expert has selected a few samples of hand-woven tex- 
tile and printed fabrics for improvement. Besides, a number of new products 
jute work have also been identified for preduction in northern district 
Rengpur and eastern district of Comilla. A number of samples of soft 
Golis have also been selected experimentally for adaptation in the local and 
foreign markets. An experimental loom has been installed at Rangpur for pro- 
Guction of prototype samples. Preliminary market surveys indicate favourable 
response. If the experiment is successful, it may generate, the UNDP/ILO 
project expart hopes, participation of about 200 handloom weavers concen- 


trated at Rangpur. 


Further Keowal says æ set of 42 samples for woven and handprinted fabrics has 
been approved by a Comsultant from Geneva for studying export possibilities 
anc experiment-marketing abroad, The reactions of the buyers are positive, he 
observecd.

Kanwal favoured colourful, attractive and fancy bamboo and cane products-fruit 
baskets, hand bags, furniture, wall mats, office equipment etc. However, the 
method of processing is highly time consuming and expensive as well, he says. 
Skilled workers are becoming hard to get. He suggests a scientific study of 
the existing technology to introduce more appropriate ones. Karwal believe « 
comparative study of the craftsmanship of India, the Philippines and Thailand 
with Bangladeshi craftmanship may be helpful in introducing a more effective 
technology. 


Karwal says, Bangladesh government should take immediate steps for cultivation 
of improved varieties of cane and afforestation of quality bamboo. BSCIC has 
already taken measures to import quality cane seedlings from South-East Asian 
countries. However, for the time being, “you should import quality cane from 
abroad and ensure its steady supply at reasonable prices to small producers”, 
he observed. 


"We have suggested for continuing the project for five years till 1965 at a 
total estimated UNDP assistance of US $ 3 million and recommended for reorgarn- 
isation of BSCIC and Bangladesh Handicraft Marketing Corporation, the subsid- 
iary of sSciIc”. 


Besides, BSCIC is funding Taka 100 million for this revised scheme anc has 
proposed to establish a Raw Material Bank, a Data Bank and a Rural industrial 
Bank to solve the problems the small scale entrepreneurs are facing. A spe- 
cial creditscheme for cottage industries is now being processed. Above all 
we should solve the funding problem of the entrepreneurs which is crippling 
this sector Kanwal added. 
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AUSTRALIA PROMISES MORE WHEAT TO BANGLADESH

[Text] The government of Australia has agreed to provide 11025 tonnes of 
wheat to Bangladesh in addition to 70.000 tonnes of wheat already committed 
under the Memorandum of Understanding signed between the two governments last 
Pebruary, reports BSS. 


An official announcement in Dacca on Tuesday said, the Relief Division of the 
Ministry of Food and Relief will utilize the additional quantity of Australian 
wheat for the Vulnerable Group Feeding Programme in accordance with sutually 
agreed procedures. 


The Side Letter amending the Memorandum of Understanding of February 18 and 
providing for the additional 11.025 tonnes of wheat was signed on Tuesday by 
Mr. M.G. William, High Commissioner for Australia in Bangladesh and Mr. Kazi 
Pazlur Rahman, Secretary, External Resources Division on behalf of their re- 


spective governments. 


Australia as one of the major food donors of Bangladesh has always responded 
very positively to Dacca’s needs for food imports particularly at times of 
unusual food shortage in the country 


This year also the government of Australia has indicated a substantial in- 
crease in their food aid programme to Bangladesh to meet the short fall aris- 
ing out of the drought last year. So far Australia has provided Bangladesh 
approximately an amount of d>liar 114 million in the form of food aid. Be-

CANADA TO AID IN AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH PROJECT

[Text] Under two separate Memoranda of Understanding signed in Dacca on Tues- 
Gay between the Government of Canada and Bangladesh Canada will provide Cana- 
Gian $ 7' milliem@m to assist the Wheat Programme at Bangladesh Acricultural Re- 
search Institute ‘BARI) and Power Development Board's (PDB) Power System 
Rehabilitation and Expansion Project, according to an official source 


The Government of Canada through Canadian International Development Agency 
(CIDA) will provide upto Canadian $ 5 million to assist in BARI's Wheat Pro- 
gramme under one Memorandum. The purpose of this project is to improve applied 
research capacities in wheat in order to achieve the ultimate objective of in- 
creasec wheat production in Bangladesh. 


The major components of this project assistance will be (a) technical assist- 
ance, (b) staff training and (c) farm equipment and machinery to be provided 
over a five-year period. It is expected that with this cooperative assistance 
BARI's appliec’ research capabilities in wheat shall be much strengthened. 


Under an earlier Agreement between the Government of Bangladesh and the Asian 
Development Bank (ADB), the latter will provide assistance to finance the 
Power System Rehabilitation and Expansion Project of the Power Development 
Board. The project includes, among other things, (a) rehabilitation of cer- 
tain generating stations sub-ctations and transmishion lines, (b) construction 
of new transmission lines and (c) upgrading the quality of the power system 
operations. To participate in this project, the Government of Canada under 
the other Memorandum will provide an amount upto Canadian $ 2 million to 
finance the services of three specialists for a total of 108 man-months. It 
is expected that this assistance will strencthen the efforts of the PDB in 
implementing the subject project in an efficient manner. 


The Memoranda were signed at the External Resources Division by Mr. Arthur R. 
Wright High Commissioner for Canada in Bangladesh and Mr. Kazi Fazlur Rahman, 
Secretary External Resources Division Ministry of Finance and Planning on be- 
half of their respective Governments. 
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BANGLADESH, INDIA CONCLUDE TALKS ON JUTE PROBLEMS

[Text] The officials of Bangladesh and India on Friday concluded their talks 
on the common problems relating to the future of jute, reports BSS. 


The Secretary, Jute Division Ministry of Industries, Mr Salahuddin Ahmed, led 
the Bangladesh team at the talks while the Indian team was headed by the Sec- 
retary, Textiles, Ministry of Commerce, Mr. A.K. Dutt. 


A source close to the talks later told BSS that both sides discussed “freely 
and frankly” the basic problems and issues confronted by the world jute 


economy . 


The two sides examined the falling demand of traditional jute goods which has 
been aggravated both by the current recession in the industrially advanced 
economies and the fierce competition from synthetic substitutes, the source 
said.

Mr. Azam observed that managers must reside within the Mill premises for en- 
suring better supervision in the enterprises Board meeting need to be held 
regularly in the mill side for reviewing the progress and performance of 
each mill he added. 


The Adviser stressed that locally produced spare parts and comyonents should 
be used on priority besis over the foreign ones in every mill. He specialiy 
emphasised on raising the maintenance standard of the mills. 


Mr Azam called upon all concerned to weed out corruption from every sphere and 
said that all types of malpractices and irregularities at all level should be 
dealt with promptly and suitably.

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EXPANSION PLANS FOR CHITTAGONG STEEL MILL SHELVED

{Text} CHITTAGONG, Apr. 21--The much-talked-about 105- million-dollar modern- 
isation and expansion plan for Chittagong Steel Mills has been shelved. 


It is learnt that the Government has decided not to go for additional invest- 
ment in any public sector concern incurring loss. 


Heavily dependent on imported raw materials the Steel Mill has a debt of Tk. 
50 crores with different banks excluding its interest at the rate of Tk. 16. 


A section of officials opposed to costly modernisation and expansion plan 
suggested capacity utilisation of the existing wnits, reorganisation of top- 
heavy inefficient administration, tarrif protection and duty concession to 
make it economically viable. 


The other section, however, opined that it could be viable only through large- 
scale additional investment and this involves replacement of existing furnaces 
with electric arc furnaces. After commissioning of the mill in 1967 even two 
out of the four furnaces could never be fired at a time. 


The lone steel mill in the country was constructed by the Kobe Steel Company 
Limited of Japan. This company had agreed to finance the modernisation and 


expansion plan. 


Last year a Japanese delegation visited the steel mill and after a survey 
submitted an estimate of 105-million-dollar plan. 


Under the agreement an expert team of Kabe Steel was scheduled to visit Bangla- 
desh early this ronth to finalise arrangements so that the work could be 
started from July. 


The new scheme aimed at attaining a target of 3.7 lakh tons of steel ingot an- 
nually as against the original target of 2.5 lakh tons which was never 
achieved. The plan would also replace the existing four oil-fired furnaces 
by modern electric arc furnaces which are widely used in developed countries.

SENATE STUDY ON U.S.-INDIA ~— ‘TIONS REPORTED

[Text] Im an assessment of the current U.S.-India relations a report prepared 
by the staff of the senate foreign relations committee has come to the conclu- 
sion that the U.S. interests are best protected by an India which is democra- 
tic, politically stable and which, in foreign affairs, is secure and nonaligned. 


According to the report, any U.S. policy which fails to recognise India as the 
dominant power in South Asis will be shortsighted and will “compromise vital 
U.S. interests.” 


The staff study, circulated among members of tue senate committee last week, 
says that insofar as economic development, political growth and foreign policy 
are concerned, “India controls its own destiny," which is something that is not 
true of most other third world countries. 


The author of the report, Mr Peter Galbraith, says that besides meeting the 
appropriate officers of the state department and the CIA in Washington, he 
visited India where he had discussions with .S. embassy officials, officers 
of the Indian external affairs ministry, members of Parliament and “other 
observers of the Indian scene." His New Delhi meetings included an interview 
with Mrs Indira Gandhi. 


The study report deals somewhat briefly with the prospect of improved Sino- 
Indian relations, the Soviet arms supplies to India and the deterioration 
in U.S.-India relations mostly because of the U.S. administration's plans to 
forge a new relationship with Pakistan. 


The study suggests a number of areas where steps could be taken to improve 
U.S.-India relations “which are probably at their worst level in a decade." 


"As a nation intensely conscious of its sovereignty and potential role as a 
world leader India cannot be comfortable with too close an identification with 
the Soviet Union. Improved Sino-Indian and Indo-U.S. relations can reduce 
India’s reliance on Soviet political and military support. This in turn might 
allow India to resume its historic position as an effective and moderate non- 
aligned leader. It may also allow India to play a more constructive role in 
helping reach an Afghanistan settlement.” 
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“India controls the Indian Ocean sea lanes and is in a powerful position vis-a- 
vis other countries in the area important to the U.S., including Paxistan. 

With ome of the world’s largest scientific and engineering communities and 
with the capability te launch space rockets and make nuclear weapons, India 

has considerable potential. 


“As a labour exporter, India contributes tc the stability and progress of re- 
gions which are unquestionably of vital interest to the U.S. Finally, the 
Indian economy is an important potential market for the United States.” 


The senate study report suggests that China has taken the initiative to show a 
new willingness to settle its border dispute with India because “according to 

American diplomatic observers, China would like to weaken the Indo-Soviet bond 
so that it reduces its own sense of encirclement." 


In a reference to India's relations with the Soviet Union the study report 
says: “Today India unquestionably considers the Soviet Union's willingness 

to provide advanced weapons on concessional terms as the most important aspects 
of Indo-Soviet relationship.” But among the Indian public and within the 
government, according to the study, there are significant signs of discontent 
with the current Indo-Soviet relationship. 


With regard to Tarapur, an important Indo-U.S. bilateral issue, the report 
makes the rather surprising disclosure that an official of the ministry of 
external affairs has stated that the government of India is willing to “give 
unilateral assurances which would satisfy congressional concerns” that the 
Tarapur fuel would not be diverted to weapons use. 


The main irrigants in the Indo-U.S. relations, according to the study, are the 
American military support to Pakistan, the U.S. refusal to give nuclear fuel 
for the Tarapur atomic power plant without fullscope safeguards, and perceived 
Reagan administration indifference to North-South issues and frustration in 
Washington over the Indian position on Afghanistan and regional security issues 
and India’s military supply relationship with the Soviet Union. 


But the current “impasse in the Indo-U.S. relations seems to go beyond specific 
bilateral issues to matters of attitude and perception. India sees itself as 
an important actor on the world stage to which due consideration should be 
given. Many Indians in and outside the goverment see the perceived failure 

of the United States to recognise India’s importance as hostility.” 


F-16 Deal 


The proposed provision of F-l6s to Pakistan tends to confirm this view. That 
the U.S. should view Pakistan's security in the context of the Gulf and Soviet 
expansion--and not in the context of the subcontinent--is inconceivable in 

New Delhi. Therefore, to many Indians the F-16 deal is a straight and simple 
case of the U.S. seeking to undermine Indian hegemony in the Indian subcontinent. 


“Finally U.S.-India relations also seem to be impaired b an Indian perception 
that the Reagan administration is particularly hostile to India. As seen from 
New Delhi, the Reagan administration views the world in East-West terms plac- 
ing India in the Soviet camp. To be seen in this way is something the indians 
find deeply offensive.”

The Prime Minister, Mrs Indira Gandhi, will be leaviag for Saudi Arabia on 
April 17 on an official visit when the conservative Gulf States are increasing- 
ly concerned at the wider political repercussions in West Asia of Iraq's 

latest military reverses in its 18-month old war with Iran. 


The Saudi monarchy, which has sent its Defence Minister to Baghdad in a demon- 
stration of its solidarity with Iraq, is worried about a possible resergence 
of Islamic fundamentalism of the Ayatollah Khomeyni brend in the region, 
sparking off renewed Shia-Sunni tensions. 


india, with the largest Muslim population in the whole of South, South-West 
and West Asia, has been pursuing a policy of friendship with all the Islamic 
States of the area in an effort to dissuade them from getting embroiled more 
and more in what is essentially a geopolitical situation. The country's rela- 
tions with Iran have been good, but the links with Irag are closer because 

of both ideological and economic reasons. It is because of this twin relation- 
ship that India has been playing an increasingly important role within the 
nonaligned community in the attempts to find a reasonable solution to the 
lrag-lran conflict. 


The Prime Minister will have occasion to caution in her own way King Khaled 
and Crown Prince Fahd about the consequences of taking sides in the tragic 
war between Iraq and Iran, which could easily spread to the rest of West Asia 
if the Shia-Sunni animosities get inflamed further by the continuance of the 
conflict. 


The recovery of nearly 3,000 square kilometers of lost territory by the Iranian 
forces in the wake of the Iragi Arm;'s rout in the Dezful and Shush area has 
come as a tremendous boost to the morale of the Khomeyni regime which is now 
planning another offensive across oil-rich Khuzestan to retrieve the Iraqi 
pressure on Ahwaz, Khorramshahr and Abadan. The public display in Teheran of 
captured Iraqi soldiers on their way to prisoners-of-war camps in northern 
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lran has enhanced the prestige and credibility of the Ayatollah, who is now 
threatening to carry the war into Iraq by unleashing a religious crusade with 
the help of the Shia community to topple President Saddam Hussein's Socialist 
Government. 


If the war does not end in the next two or three months, there is every likeli- 
hood of Iran intensifying the fighting on the eve of the next non-aligned summit 
in Baghdad in early September in an attempt to compel a postponement of the 
conference. The Iragis are clearly embarrassed by this ugly prospect which 
will be a serious blow to the domestic prestige of President Saddam Hussein, 
who had embarked on this gamble in expectation of a quick victory following 
Iran's internal disruption. 


Non-aligned summit: The Foreign Ministers of the member countries of the Non- 
aligned Coordination Bureau who are now meeting in Kuwait have taken note of 
these developments although they did not formally discuss them. “he final 
decision whether to go ahead with the projected summit in Baghdad in September 
will be taken by 2 full plenary of the Foreign Ministers meeting in Havana in 
May or June to prepare for the conference. 


Une reason why Mrs Gandhi has decided to visit to Saudi Arabia at this time is 
to assure the King and the Crown Prince of India's goodwill for their country, 
while cautioning at the same time about the perils of getting involved in 
Indo-Pak problems. Her ad»ice to the Saudi monarchy has been that it should 
aim at equally good relations with both India and Pakistan without taking 
sides in their disputes by financing Pakistan's ams purchases. 


it is not only Saudi Arabia that is worried about Iranian resurgence, since the 
other Gulf States like the UAE, Oman, Muscat and Bahrain with their Sunni 
rulers and sizable Shia populations are equally concerned about it. Any in- 
ternal turmoil in Iraq could also affect adioining Jordan besides involving 
Syria, which has been at loggerheads with the Saddam Hussein regime. 


The Prime Minister's visit to Saudi Arabia is taking place at this difficult 
moment, when the whole of West Asia is facing the threat of greater tensions 
if not a wider conflict. It will enable her to have free and frank talks with 
the Saudi King and Crown Prince to drive home her theme that the security of 
the Gulf region will lie in the countries of the region avoiding provocative 
steps that could lead to a fresh confrontation by bringing the Big Powers more 
directly into the picture.

G.K. REDDY URGES MORE USE OF GOVERNMENT ADVISERS

|Text] The art of successful governance in the present-day world calls for a 
fuller comprehension of the very purpose of a good govermment, its primary role 
and responsibilities in the management of ~ modern State. It makes little 
difference whether a country is a democracy or dictatorship, if in attempting 
to achieve quicker results through rapid strides, the society is subjected to 
convulsive changes that have a deeply unsettling effect and are counter- 
productive in the long run. The secret of success of an elective government, 
therefore, lies in its ability to realise this limitation and function in an 
atmosphere of stability with compassion free from crosspurpose. 


A modern society runs the risk of an upheaval when a Government allows glaring 
disparities to develop in its social dispensation with pockets of privilege 
thriving with impunity in a spoils system. It ends up by creating the kind of 
classic aontrasts out of which revolutions are born and the hardpressed people 
are compelled to go through the agonies of class conflicts. A good many third 
World countries have come to grief either by attempting too much or falling far 
short of public expectations. 


An arrogant exercise of power even with the best of intentions can be as hare- 
ful as cynical submission to the venalities of permissiveness in the absence 
of proper traditions of accountability for one’s actions. It can be catastro- 
phic in a fledgling society to misjudge the mood of the people and take them 
for granted, since their very ignorance makes them such more vulnerable to 
incitement and prone to violent reaction. 


Safety valve 


But happily in India the country's electoral system has served as an effective 
safety valve, a self-sustaining regulatory, if not reformatory, mechaniss 
against glaring misuses of power or other malpractices beyond the limits of 
public tolerance. However, the fact that the people have been able to throw 
out those who forfeited their confidence in successive generzl elections has 
not really helped to synthesise the borrowed system and produce a blend that is 
better suited to the Indian conditions. 
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The country is no less vulnerable to the pulls and pressures of divisions 
based on caste, communal and regional prejudices that continue to impose heavy 
Strains on the functioning of its politicalinstitutions. It imposes a much 
bigger responsibility on the Indian leadership to make democracy work better 
by evolving checks and balances against these distortions. 


The Indian experience can serve as an illustrious example for the rest of the 
Third World if the Govermment is more responsive to well-meaning advice and 
less insensitive to criticisa. 


The fate of a ruling party, in the final analysis, is decided not by its ardent 
supporters even if they continue to vote en masse for it, but by the margin of 
uncommitted voters which varies from one election to another depending on the 
prevailing political atmosphere. It is, therefore, necessary for a surcessful 
leadership to project itself and function as the head of the entire nation and 
mot merely those who voted for it. 


Wrong presumption 


An elective Govermment can ill-afford to indulge in escapism whether it is to 
avoid the odium of unpleasant decisions or gain time to take the plunge in 
more propitious circumstances. It is permissible upto a point for the head of 
a government to interpret tactically one's own political interest in terms of 
the larger national interest, but one cannot too closely identify one's own 
survival in office with public welfare without running the risk of placing one- 
self in the bargain in a much worse predicament. 


The way some of the Chief Ministers have been behaving, or allowed to behave, 
would give the impression that they continue to be encouraged to consider then- 
selves either indispensable or infallible to the point of resenting any talk 
of accountability for their actions, let alone replacement from the entrenched 
positions whatever the degree of their infractions. 


It is this psychology of considering oneself irreplaceable xs long as one en- 
joys the confidence of the leader who has chosen them in the first place, and 
treating any criticism of their actions as an expression of disloyalty to the 
leader and hence punishable severely as an act of gross indiscipline, that 
has encouraged them to defy public opinion. 


The mlaise does not end with the Chief Ministers since it started first at 
the Centre and then spread to the States. The top loadership of the ruling 
party has been no less intolerant of dissent in any form with the result that 
even te press that is critical at times of Governmental policies cr actions 
gets automatically bracketed with the opposition. 


It is admonished for exceeding its watchdog responsibilities in exposing wrong 
doings in high places and in the process casting itself willy-nilly in an adver- 
sary role that is tantamount to functioning as a mouthpiece of the opposition. 
The Prime Minister the other day went to the extent of describing the press 

as the principal opposition. 
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Ihe wisdom of a good Government lies in getting together, outside the tight 
circle of the ruling elite, a group of capable men who can utilise their 
superior knowledge and experience to advise it on important national issues 
requiring a non-partisan approach. 


The country’s interests cannot be viewed solely from the party angle at all 
times even when it is not caught in the claptrap of elections. A government 
cannot be run by disparate individuals who cannot and do not agree on its basic 
policies or commitments, but there should be enough scope for airing honest 
difterences and asserting the superiority of informed opinion without violating 
party discipline. 


The tradition of appointing specialised commissions to go in great depth into 
various aspects of a complex issue and produce a report that could be reckoned 
a@s a quintessence of the available wisdom on the subject has been progressively 
diluted by treating the membership of such bodies as sicccures or packing them 
with ves Ben. 


It is bad enough to appoint only those who share or reflect the ruling party's 
thinking on such problems, but worse still to include a few others who are 
bound to be in sharp disagreement with them on almost all aspects of the task 
entrusted to a commission. It is this inherent contradiction that has rendered 
many such commissions ineffective with the result that the goverment has not 
been able to implement their reports, since almost every recommendation carries 
a minute of dissent virtually built into it. 


Commission reports 


It is a well established practice even in Britain that the tendency of a gov- 
ernment when in doubt is to appoint a royal commission, if it is not inclined 
to take early action for whatever reason. 


In India, too, the same thing has been happening except that often the reports 
are quite unimplementable in many cases because of the controversial nature 

of their recommendations involving fundamental Cifferences of opinion among the 
members themselves. The latest such example is the report of the Second Press 
Commission which would require a new commission to process it. 


A democratic society cannot be run by the executive alone with the help of its 
majority in parliament. There has to be a wider involvement in one form or the 
other of various sections of opinion both within and outside parliament. The 
government can function smoothly only by giving even the opposition a sense 


of participation in decisions relating to the larger national interests. 


It does not mean tat the opposition can demand representation in the Cabinet 
but it has a right to be consulted within the framework of the parliamentary 
conventions. This right also imposes on the opposition the obligation to rise 
above the rut of controversy when required to project an image of national 
unity and purpose. 


The talents of those outside the political arena can be similarly utilised in 
specialised fields for the good of the nation without necessarily absorbing 
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them into the goverment. Sut here again the whole emphasis has to be on get- 
ting together a group of knowledgeable men who can pool their expertise in ad- 
vising the Govermment how best well identified national problems could be 
tackled through a set of well defined priorities with qualitatively better 
solutions. 


This calls for both a capacity to harness talent and a readiness to utilise 
it. And the real secret of successful leadership lies in not merely doing 
things but getting things done by giving as many people as possible a sense of 
participation.

Text) New Delhi, April 13--As the Falklands crisis escalates further in the 
absence of any tangible moves for a peaceful settlement. both Britain and Argen- 
tama are keeping india informed of the steps they have been taking for asserting 
tueift respective rights even at the risk of a military confrontation. 


Sut india does not want to get involved in this controversy by airing its 
views on the merits of the dispute. This policy of reticence is in marked con- 
trast with the responses in similar situations in the past, when no opportun- 


ity was Missed to take a public stand un such issues even if it was detrimen- 
tal to its own interests. 
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The farthest the Govermment has gone on this occasion, in response to the 
British pleas for a strong condemnation of the Argentinianection, vas to 
regret the use of force while pleading for a peaceful settlement of the dis- 
pute. In the afterglow of her successful visit for inaugurating the Festival 
of India in Britain, Mrs Gandhi was reluctant to say anything more that might 
embarrass Mrs Thatcher in this tricky situation. 


But otherwise India has been taking a lively interest in the mediatory moves 
under way for averting the danger of an Anglo-Argentinian naval encounter in 
the Falklands war zone. It is sincerely hoping that the U.S. Secretary of 
State, General Alexander Haig, will succeed in evolving a mutually acceptable 
forsula for resolving this dispute. 


It is not India’s intention to delve deeper into the origins of the conflict 
for publicly voicing its views on the rights and wrongs of the British and 
Argentinian positions. It is looking at this problem in the twin contexts of 
decolonisation and nor--dmissibility of the use of force even at the risk of 
being accused of depl.:ing what Argentina had done which was in no way differ- 
ent from what India itself did in Goa in a similar situation. 


Colombo resolution 


As a non-aligned country, it stands fully committed to the Colombo Summit 
resolution of 1976 stating that “the conference, in the special and particu- 
lar case of the Malvinas Islands (Falklards), supported ‘irmly the just vindi- 
cation of the Argentina republic and exhorted the U.K. to continue actively 
the negotiations recommended by the U.N. with the object of restoring the 
said territory to the sovereigaty of Argentina and thus put an end to the 
illegal situation which still persists in the extreme south of the American 
continent.” 


At the same time, India has taken due note of the fact that, in attempting to 
reassert its sovereignty, Britain is not seeking arbitrarily to restore the 
status quo ante through military action, but only trying to exert pressure on 
Argentina to resume negotiations for a peaceful settlement without any precon- 
ditions. 


The critics, whohave been dubbing this cautious stand as an example of ex- 
cessive equivocation, argue that the fact whether Argentina is a democracy of 
dictatorship has no relevance to the central point of this conflict that it 

has historically better claims to the Falklands than Britain. But there are 
others who maintain that a country like the U.K., with a much gore impressive 
record of decolonisation than most other imperial powers, could not be expected 
to surrender its responsibility and submit to a fait accompli, all because 
Argentina was able to accomplish the task through ailitary action. 


There is mo doubt that at the root of this controversy is the expectation of 
vast cil deposits in the Falklands Basin. Though no of] has yet been discov- 
ered, seismographic surveys indicate some undersea deposits in the region. 

An additional factor is the growing strategic importance of these islands 
which are the southernmost inhabited area nearest to the Antarctica.

India indicated today that Pakistan would carry the onus for obstructing the 
process of negotiations between the two countries by giving the impression that 
in its reckoning, the proposals for a no-war pact and establishment of a joint 
commission are interlinked. 


India sought Pakistan's official version on these issues since President Zia- 
ul-Hag was quoted in a recent interview to have opposed talks on joint commis- 
sion before negotiations on no-war pact would be resumed. 


In India’s reckoning, early negotiations on the establishment of a joint con- 
mission would only hasten the process of restmption of talks on larger bilate- 
ral issues which eventually should cover the proposal for a no-war pact. 


It has already been indicated that Mr K. Natwar Singh, who before joining the 
ministry as a secretary was India’s ambassador to Pakistan, would be sent to 
Islamabad for high-level talks. The prospects for early talks would be in a 
state of suspense till an authentic version of Pakistan's stand on no-war pact 
and joint commission is available. 


Im the absence of Pakistan's ambassador in the capital, Mr Sayeed Dehaivi, 
charge d'affaires in the mission, was called by Mr Natwar Singh today to ex- 
plain India’s position and also to impress upon Islamabad not to miss an 
opportunity to begin talks on a proposal wi ch is meant to give substance into 
the not-too-happy level of exchanges between the two countries. 


in point of fact, during the former Pakistani foreign minister, Mr Agha Shahi‘s 
visit here in January, it was admitted by both sides that several rounds of 
negotiations would be necessary before a commitment to a high importance like 
no-war could be made.

[Text] New Delhi, April 13 (UNI)-—-India has signed adeal for the outright pur- 
chase of 40 Mirage 2000 futuristic fighter aircraft. 


A comprehensive document called the “intention To Proceed" (ITP) signed 
between India and the manufacturers of Mirage 2000, Marcel Dassauit was signed 
in Paris. 


The ITP gives a clear option to India to undertake the manufacture of the air- 
craft under licence if it chooses to do so at any time. 


The first Mirage 2000 fighter aircraft would be delivered to the Indian Air 
Force by the end of 1984. 


The French authorities have assured that the Mirage 2000 would be inducted 
into the IAF almost at the same time it enters service with the French air 
force. 


Bilateral Relations 


A high-level Indian officials team consisting of the foreign secretary-desig- 
nate, Mr M.K. Rasgotra, the defence secretary, Mr P.K. Kaul, and a finance ex- 
pert had visited Paris last week to sort out differences between the two coun- 
tries on the rate of interest to be charged to India on the credits for the 
Mirage project. 


The signing of the ITP sets at rest speculation that India might call off the 
Mirage 2000 deal. 


The governments of India and France had signed a detailed memorandum of under- 
standing (MOU) on January 23 in New Delhi under which the French authorities 

agreed to transfer all technology for a variety of weapons systems for India, 
including the Mirage 2000. 


The signing of the Mirage deal marks a milestone in the growing bilateral 
relations between India and France. 


Authoritative sources said that differences on the interest on the total cost 
of the contract had led to the despatch of a high-level Indian delegation to 
Paris last week.

COMMERCE MINISTRY REPORT TELLS TRADE BALANCES 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 7 Apr 82 p 8 


[Text] With the diversification of her exports to the East European countries 
and exploration of new markets in Africa, India is having a favourable trade 
balance with these two regions. 


However, as a result of sizable increase in the value of imports of POL 
(petroleum, oil, lubricants). and other essential products like fertilisers, 
vegetable oils, chemicals, machinery, transport equipment and other capital 
goods, the trade deficit has tended to widen in respect of West Europe, 
America and Asia, according to the annual report of the Commerce Ministry for 
1981-82. 


Exports to East Europe and Africa in 1980-81 increased by 66 percent and 23.1 
percent while exports to West Europe and Asia declined by 15.9 percent and 
4.7 percent respectively. 


Exports to the USSR increased by 81 percent, Rs 1157.30 crores as compared to 
Rs 638.23 crores in the previous year. 


During 1980-81, exports to the US amounted to Rs 853.23 crores, which was 
higher by 4.3 percent compared to Rs 816.99 crores in the previous year. 


Although there has been an increase in our exports to the Gulf countries, viz. 
Saudi Arabia, UAE and Iran, the offtake by industrial countries by and large 
suffered a decline. 


During the first half of 1981-82, exports recorded a fairly good increase 
in the case of East Europe and North America, the increase being 42.3 percent 
and 29.7 percent respectively. 


Lower growth rate was recorded in respect of the EEC (8.4 percent), ESCAP 
(12.6 percent) and the rest of Asia including West Asia (9.4 percent). 


While exports to the USSR increased by 41.1 percent, those to the US grew by 
31.3 percent. 


In contrast to a decline in 1980-81, there was 4 remaréaodle increase in exports 
to the UK in the first half of 1981-82. The UK's offtake increased by 52 per- 
cent from Rs 160.04 crores to Rs 243.69 crores. In the case of other EEC mar- 
kets such as West Germany, the Netherlands and Italy, there was no increase in 
exports.

[Text] The talk of the day in the country today is all-pervading corruption. 
Despite professions made by the government to provide clean administration 
just the contrary is happening. Name just one government office which can be 
absolved from allegation of corruption. It is there from top to bottom. 
Everybody knows that corruption is there. Nothing can be done without bribing. 
No contract is awarded nor any tender entertained without indulging in this 
vice which has so badly corroded the moral values of life. Everybody seems 
to have accepted the vice as a part of life. And this is the environment in 
which so much of sweetened and high-sounding words are lavished by people in 
power. The situation has worsened to such an extent that the countrymen may 
mot even have breathing-space, at least in the immediate future.

[Text] So Rishikesh Shaha has launched a political body. Whether such a body 
can be permitted to function is a question the govermment should decide upon.

Suppression of these people in a ruthless manner is no solution in a country 
which professes to be more than democratic under the benign leadership of the 
Crown. And if such organisations with concepts quite different from that of 
Panchayat democracy are to be permitted to function, the fundamental tenet of 
the Panchayat will have to be sacrificed. The govermment seems to have been 
left with limited options and nobody is to be blamed for that except the 
bigotry on the part of the panchas and lack of perception of the obtaining 
situation on the part of the politicians who hold ideologies other than that 
of the Panchayat. 


What can be said at the moment is the fact that dissenmsions are there in the 
country and the political issue is yet to be clinched to the satisfaction of 
all. More unfortunate thing is that even within the Panchayat there are 
dissenting voices. Panchas cannot claim to have achieved unbreakable unity 
among themselves. In fact, as far as the panchas are concerned they might 
do worse not better for the Panchayat. That Shaha has launched a political 
body is not earthshaking in any sense but it is symbolic of the turbulent 
days that one might envisage for the future. To put the matter plainly, 
Shaha and his group is an unimpressive one from the political point of view. 
They do not represent the current political feeling nor they are the kind of 
people who can rally masses behind them. But this does not mean that there 
are none and once they decide for confrontation, the country cannot expect 
the kind of peace which it badly needs.

[Text] New Delhi, April 13--General Zia-ul-Haqg of Pakistan has said that the 
“essentials” of an Indo-Pakistani agreement should be twofold: a commitment to 
renunciation of force; and the peaceful settlement of all differences and 
disputes. Such an agreement, the Pakistan President has said, will be in the 
interest of both countries. 


Replying through the Pakistani embassy here to questions put to him a month 
ago in Islamabad, Gen. Zia said recently that the dialogue between India and 
Pakistan must be “maintained so that differences and misunderstanding do not 
vitiate the atmosphere.” 


The following is the text of the questions and the answers given by Gen. Zia: 


Q: With the Sathe visit off, how will we resume the process of reconciliation 
conf idence-building? 


A: I hope that the postponement of Mr Sathe's visit to Pakistan would be 
short and that it would be possible for our two countries to resume the dia- 
logue...Qur invitation to the Indian Foreign Secretary to visit Pakistan stands 
and we would be happy to welcome him whenever the Indian Government decides 

to send him over. 


Q: Assuming that Pakistan has a right to agitate on the Kashmir issue at any 
forum of its choosing, how does one justify the timing of Mr Hilaly's observa- 
tions in the human rights meeting, particularly bracketing Kashmir with the 
Palestinian and Namibian issues? Mind you, I do feel that India itself has 
also been overplaying the issue. 


A: Your assumption that Pakistan has a right to refer to the Jammu and Kashnir 
dispute in any international forum reflects, quite correctly, the position of 
this dispute in the context of the Simla agreement. As for the timing of Mr 
Agha Hilaly's reference to Kashmir in the Human Rights Commission, it must be 
realized that the meeting of the Human Rights Commission had no connexion with 
the dates of Mr Sathe’s visit to Pakistan. 


Mr Agha Hilaly did not bracket the dispute of Jammu and Kashmir with the Pales- 


tinian and Namibian issues. The point he made was that any international elec- 
tions cannot be regarded as a substitute for the exercise of the right of 
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selt-determination under the U.N. auspices to which both India and Pakistan 
stand committed. You must also be aware that Mr Hilaly made this point after 
the Indian delegate had delivered a quite unnecessary broadside against the 
nature of Govermment in Pakistan. If you carefully read the entire record 

of the exchanges in the Human Rights Commission onthis issue, you will come 

to the conclusion that the controversy was escalated by the Indian side and not 
by the Pakistani side. 


Q: The Indian Government believes that Mr Hilaly could not have said all he 
did without the prior permission of Isiamezbad. 


A: I would like to ask you a counter question: Did the Irdian delegate attack 
the nature of the Government in Pakistan and Pakistan's record in the sphere of 
human rights with the permission of the Indian Govermmen: or on his own? 


Q: Mrs Gandhi has suggested a friendship treaty, the two countries have agreed 
to the setting up of a joint commission--where do these two concepts stand 
just now? 


A: Prime Minister Indira Gandhi made the offer of a friendship treaty with 
Pakistan while talking to our journalists on January 29. We were subsequently 
informed that this offer was made in an off-hand manner, because some journal- 
ists had questioned Mrs Gandhi about the Indo-Sr-viet treaty. The essentials 
of an agreement should be twofold: (1) A commitment to renunciation of force; 
(2) Peaceful settlement of all differences and disputes. Such an agreement 
would be in the interest of both our countries. 


As regards the establishment of a joint commission, we have welcomed the propo- 
sal. The scope and modalities of such a commission, however, will have to be 
discussed. We would be happy to enter into negotiations in this matter during 
the next round of bilateral talks. The ball is in the Indian court. 


Q: What must the two countries do to maintain the tempo of normalization of 
relations? 


A: The first requirement should be to maintain the dialogue so that differences 
and misunderstanding do not vitiate the atmosphere. Secondly, it is the respon- 
sibility of the leaders and the Press in both the countries to give a positive 
lead and direction to public opinion so as to promote better understanding be- 
tween the two peoples. Thirdly, both sides should try to maintain a tension- 
free atmosphere. We do have unresolved differences and disputes but these are 
overshadowed by the weed to maintain peace and gocd-neighbourly relations be- 
tween the two countries. 


Q: Finally, how is the agony of the Afghan people and the refugees living in 
Pakistan to be ended? Is there any hope for a political solution, assuming 
that the Russian occupation army can't be physically thrown out? 


A: We have always maintained that the present situation in Afghanistan has 
developed out of foreign military intervention and cannot be brought to an 
end by military means. Pakistan has been making unremitting efforts to bring 
about a peaceful negctiated settlement of the problem which would be based on 
universally recognized principles of inter-State relations. These principles 
have been enunciated in the resolutions of the U.N. and the Organization of 
Islamic Conference and endorsed by the nonaligned movement.

A press release issued by Islami Jamiat-i- » Pakistan (IJT) said that 
students boycotted classes in City College, Sind College of Commerce and Ghazi 
College in Hyderabad, and took out a procession against the “unjustified 
punishments” of Jamiat members. 


The students also organised a big protest meeting against the “provocative 
incident” of Lahore involving the Jamiat chief. 


Addressing the meeting, the general secretary, Sind Jamiat Mr Irshad Hussain 
Brohi, said that government felt “perturbed about the ensuing visit of Nazir 
i-Aala, IJT, and wanted to blackmail the Jamiat in order to damage its repu- 
tation.” He demanded that government should “forthwith stop violence against 
students and arrest the journalist who had tried to make a mountain out of a 
molehill by scandalising an unimportant event.” 


The meeting adopted a resolution condemning the “false and yellow journalism 
and police violence and punishments just within 3% hours,” and demanded that 
punishments given to the students should be revoked immediately “lest the big- 
gest Islamic organization of the students would play its role up to the hilt.” 


Through another resolution, the meeting called upon the managements of daily 
JANG and NAWA-IWAQT to “immediately dismiss the irresponsible journalists and

PAKISTAN-CANADIAN CONSULTATIONS BEGIN 
Karachi BUSINESS RECORDER in English 24 Apr 82 p 1 


[Text] Islamabad, April 23--Annual consultations between Pakistan authori- 
ties and the Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) have been 
started to review the pace of economic as well as development assistance, 
informed sources said. 


A three-member delegation of CIDA, headed by Peter Dawson, Regional Director 
for South-West Asia, has arrived here to hold the consultations. Other menm- 
bers cf the delegation are: Kendal Rust, Country Manager for Pakistan and 
Mrs. Salloy Arseve, country analyst. 


The delegation is holding discussions with the senior officials of Economic 
Affairs Division, Ministries of Petroleum and Natural Resources, Food and 
Agriculture, Oil and Gas Development Corporation (OGDC) and Pakistan Agri- 
cultural Research Council. 


CIDA has been extending economic and development assistance to Pakistan, and 
its annual assistance programme for the country range between 45 to 50 
million Canadian dollars. 


Apart from the annual assistance programme, CIDA has also been extending 
assistance to the Afghan refugees. During the current year, it provided 
about 20 million Canadian dollars for the Afghan refugees mostly in form 
of food, direct and through United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR). During its stay here, the CIDA delegation will visit Peshawar to 
review the refugees situation.--PPI.

TOTAL INVESTMENTS IN STATE CORPORATIONS REPORTED

{[Text] The total investment programme of projects under implementation 
of seven State Corporations running under the Ministry of Production is 
estimated at Rs. 46,380.90 million including a foreign exchange component 
of Rs. 19,636.05 million. 


The largest share has been taken by the Pakistan Steel Project which comes 
to over 58 per cent of the total amount of investment. The total cost of 
this project comes to Rs. 26,949 million. 


The share of the State Petroleum Refining and Petro-Chemical, State Cement 
and Pakistan Automobile Corporations works out to 10.6 per cent, 7.6 per 
cent and 4.0 per cent respectively. 


Other projects being undertaken by Federal Chemical and Ceramics, National 
Fertilizer, State Engineering and Pakistan Industrial Development Corpora- 
tion (PIDC) account for 19.7 per cent of the total investment programme. 


Cumulative expenditure incurred till Jume, 1981 on all the schemes under 
implementation including Pakistan Steel amounted to Rs. 26,097.64 million 
which means 56.3 per cent of the total investment programme in hand. 


Expenditure during 1980-81 on on-going projects amounted to Rs. 4,729.99 
million (FEC 1161.09 million). This includes an expenditure of Rs. 3064 


million (FEC Rs. 777 million) on Pakistan Steel project which is 64.8 per 
cent of the total expenditure. 


The total allocation of the Annual Development Plan (ADP) of 1980-81 was 
Rs. 4973.10 million. The release made during the year amounted to 

Rs. 4297.43 million. This includes allocations both inside and outside 
the Plan.

NEWSPAPERS OBSERVE PROTEST STRIKE 25 APRIL 
GF301218 Karachi DAWN in English 27 Apr 82 pp 1, 6 


[Text] Newspapers throughout the country remained closed on Sunday in protest 
against the attack on two Lahore dailies offices by hooligans on Friday last, 
and various organisations of the newspaper industry workers held meetings to 
demand stern action against the guilty. 


A general body meeting of journalists and newspapers workers held at the 

press club under the joint auspices of the KUJ [Karachi Union of Journalists] 
and APNEC (Barna Group) [All-Pakistan Newspaper Employees Confederation] noted 
that despite the countrywide protest on ransacking of JANG and NAWA-E-WAQT 
offices at Lahore, the authorities seemed to be taking no m tice. 


The meeting appealed to all trade unions, professional bodies, political 
parties and patriotic citizens to forge strong unity in their ranks to combat 
the undemocratic forces of violence. 


The meeting chaired by Mr Mahmud Ali Asad, chairman, Karachi APNEC, was also 
addressed by Mr Abdul Quddoos and Mr Sabihudin Ghausi, president and general 
secretary respectively, KUJ (Barna Group) Karachi. 


The Pakistan Association of Press Photographers’ president, Mr Fida Hussain, 
and Mr Amin Rangoonwala, the general secretary, in a joint statement demanded 
immediate action against the hooligans. 


They demanded protective measures so that the press photographers could per- 
form their duty: 


The working committee of Karachi Press (newspaper) Workers Federation will meet 
on April 29 at 3 p.m. in the office of the Morning News Employees Union to 
discuss the matter. 


The federation has appealed to the affiliated wnions to attend the meeting, 
says a press release. 


Meanwhile, Tahreek-i-Ittehad Pakistan, and Mr Sarfaraz Khan, vice-president 


of the Karachi Zonal Muslim League, have condemmed the attack on newspaper 
offices. 
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A meeting of the Jasarat Employees Union on Saturday regretted the decision 
of the management of the JASARAT newspaper not to bring out the newspaper on 
Sunday heeding to the call of CPNE [Council of Pakistan News Editors] and 
acting on the decision of the APNS [All-Pakistan Newspaper Society], says a 
press release. 


The meeting passed a resolution saying that the decision of the management 
mot to print the daily on Sunday was in violation of the prestige and prin- 
ciples for which JASARAT was brought out. 


Through this decision in fact, the resolution said, an effort has been made 
to strengthen the hands of those who have tried to bring the standard- 
bearers of Islam to disrepute. 


In Lahore speakers at a meeting at Labour Hall on Sunday strongly condemed 
the hooliganism of a gang of armed students in the offices of daily, JANG 
and daily NAWA-E-WAQT and demanded deterrent actions against the attackers as 
well as the persons masterminding and backing the move. 


Mr Bashir Ahmed Bakhtiar, president, All-Pakistan Federation of Trade Unions, 
chaired the meeting attended by hundreds of workers. Speaking on the occasion, 
Mr Bashir Bakhtiar said the incidents of Dacoities, thefts and goondaismhave 
caused among the peaceful citizens a sense of insecurity. 


Mr Nisar Osmani, president, Pakistan Federal Union of Journalists (Barna 
Group), has alleged that the attack on the offices of the two dailies was 
preplanned adding that a contradiction could be issued if the controversial 
news about the students was not true. 


To attack the offices of newspapers was shocking, he added. 


He said the students should always use the language of logic and wisdom since 
theirs was a weak case therefore, they resorted to goondaism, he regreted. 


The president of Istiqlal Students Federation, Punjab, Mr Shafqat Rasool 
Chaudhry, condemned thehooliganism at the newspapers offices on Friday. 


Mr I.H. Rashid, a former president of PPI Workers Union, said goondaism was 
a blemish to the name of Pakistan as well as Islan. 


He said goondaism could not stop the pen from writing the truth. 


Earlier, demonstrations was held against the said attack. The participants 
chanted slogans and demanded an end to goondaisn. 


The meeting also adopted a resolution condemning the attack and demanding a 
serious action against the persons involved in the same.

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Ex-federal minister and senior vice-president of defumct Pakistan Democratic 
Party (PDP), Mr Arshad Chaudhry, in statement has strongly condemmed “the 
organised hooliganism by Islami Jamiat Tulaba against two national dailies 
JANG and NAWA-E-WAQT in Lahore. 


In his statement Mr Arshad said, “The organised hooliganism of Islami Jamiat 
Tulaba against the offices of daily NAWA-E-WAQT and JANC is highly deplorable 
especially when it comes from the protege of Jamaat Islami which claims to be 
a champion of Islam and ideology of Pakistan. 


The shameful fascist behaviour is only a small manifestation of the grand 
design which these elements have in store for their opponents and for the 
country itself.

[Text] Bonn, April 24-—-Pakistan has scored good marks for having achieved 
self-sufficiency in food production. According to a recent report pub- 
lished in the FRANKFURTER ALLEGEMEIN ZEITUNG, Pakistan has the potential to 
produce more and to feed not only its own people but also to export to 
other neighbouring areas. 


If consistent efforts continue and requisite technologies are employed, 
Pakistan soon will become the “granary of the Gulf region,” says the report 
in the German national daily. 


Food production, however, depends on certain natural factors, though over 
the past years favourable climatic conditions have resulted in producing 
surplus crops, yet catious measures mst be readily available in order to 


avoid unpleasant surprises, adds the report. 


At the same time, the rise in population, too, has to be taken into account. 
Pakistan, with around 3 per cent annual growth rate, is one of the most 
fertile lands as far as population is concerned. The newspaper's corres- 
pondent writing from Islamabad points out specifically this reality and says 
that 2.4 million mouths are added each year to the consuming nation of 82 
million people. 


Regarding development efforts in the agricultural sector, they can be car- 
ried out with the locaily available labour force. There is no shortage of 
working hands in the rural areas, though some shortage of qualified personsel 
is being felt now in the towns. This shortage has been caused by the emigra- 
tion of around 1.7 million Pakistanis to the Gulf countries and another 
300,000 to Europe and America. 


The correspondent writing on the exodus of labour force to the Gulf region 
says that it is a boon to the country's economy. The expatriates remit 
annually more than dollar 2.2 billion, which is a great boost to the develop- 
ment efforts. This money, if invested productively in agriculture and indus- 
try, can radically alter the face of the country's economy.--APP.

STUDENTS ARRESTED--Lahore, April 24--Twenty-seven students were arrested 
following clashes between the police and the stone pelting students in and 
around Islamia College, Civil Lines here this morning. During the clashes 
sixteen persons including two magistrates, one superintendent of police, one 
police inspector and three constables were slightly injured. The dis- 
turbances flared up when the students demonstrating for the release of 
students arrested following attacks on newspaper offices yesterday, captured 
four buses of Urban Transport Corporation and took them inside the premises 
of their college. Two magistrates and police officers on duty tried to per- 
suade the students to release the buses, the students agreed to release the 
buses on condition to withdraw the police force from around the college but 
when the police was withdrawn the students instead of releasing the buses 
started pelting stones on the withdrawing police, the police retaliated with 
mild lathi charge and firing of few tear gas shells. After this the police 
entered the college premises and resorted to mild lathi charge to disperse 
the students and release the buses. During this action police arrested 27 
students.--PPI.
